The occupation of the ranges by 
sheepmen is the most discouraging 
feature of the business. It can 
work no particular injury to small 


cupied ranges for years and have 
large interests involved, it will 
surely work disaster, for it is an 
indisputable truth that the grazing 
of sheep upon a cattle range de- 
stroys it; the latter will not feed 
where the former have been. 
Nevertheless it is being done, and 
the cattlemen, the stay of at least 
this portion of the territory, are 
being forced back, many of them 
talk of selling out, in order to 
break even; wir plact sheep upon 
the range. One party is already 
disposing of his cattle in view of 
doing this. It would not be a sur- 
prise to see in the near future 10,- 
000 sheep on this range and other 
ranges throughout the territory 
heavily stocked with the wooley 
Should this occur, what 
then would the sheep business be 
worth? Two-bits would buy a 
_| sheep, and wool two pounds for a 
nickel. A Democratic Congress 
will take the tariff off, then sheep, 
wool and the man who possess 
them will be worth, “How much?” 
Men of the cattle business look be- 
fore you leap. Don’t commit sui- 
cide by going into the sheep | 
growing. In this case fighting fire | 

will be consumed, the range de- 
stroyed, and the territory’ s inter- 
ests a blank. Better remonstrate 
with these men, show them your 
ranges circumscribed limits, and 
surely if they be not void of reason 
they can be made to see that by 
over-riding the rights of others 
they endanger seriously their own 
interests, 

There is one more feature of the 
business which requires the con- 
sideration of men possessing large 
herds, and who brand yearly thous- 
ands of calves, it is the great in- 
crease of she cattle upon the range; 
some method sheuld be adopted 
by which a part at least of that 
class of cattle might be turned into 
beef. Remember the time is gone 
43 — large herds. They cannot 

“i osed of as they were years 
ra rom now on the money 
made out of the stock-raising busi- 
ness must come out of the quality 
of beef reared and sent to market. 
If the over increase of the cattle 
be checked, beef cattle will have a 
better chance to fatten, for then 
the feed will not be eaten off toa 
starving quantity on the ranges. 


The following is from a Chicago 
Tribune account of how cattle are 
kept in Nels Morris’ distillery pens: 
These cattle were placed in these 
sheds for fattening in February 
last. They were chained to posts 
where they have remained ever 
since. When they were first put 
in they probably were not yery 
cramped, as they were in the lean- 


est possible condition, but now 
they are packed as close as herrings 
in a barrel. The space allowed tor 
each head is two and one-half by 
eight feet, which would make it 
impossible for them all to lie down 
at one time. They have been fed 
on distillery slop with an occasional 
ration of hay and a small quantity | 
of salt. The swill comes from the 
vats inte troughs at the head of 
each row of cattle. Between the 
rows is a channel a foot wide anda 
loot deep, which carries away the 
excreta. The animals are Grit 
fat, or rather distended, but have 
an unnatural look compared with 
cattle fed in the usual way. They 
are also dirty, not being allowed 
straw or anything else to lie on. 
For seven months they have been 
immovably tixed to one spot, where 
they have lain at night or in the 
daytime in the midst of their own 
filth. The stench is all but intol- 
erable. A number have been 
killed on account of injury sus-

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the receipts, it does not appear that 
the citizens of Reno contributed a 


dollar to the society, though the 
benefit which the business men of 
the town derived from the Fair 


amounted to many thousands of 
dollars. Here in Winnemucca the 
citizens contributed about a thou- 
sand dollars in cash to the Hum- 
voldt District A Itural Society, 
while the people of Reno, w 
make pretensions to being the most 
public spirited in the State, did not 
contribute a cent, to an enterprise 
which crowded their town with vis- 
itors from all parts of the State for 
two weeks.“ 

The Silver State should bear in 
mind that the Fair beld in Reno 
was a State institution, and not 
local, as was the District Fair held 
in Winnemucca. Had tbe citizens 
of Reno been called on by the 
Board of Directors of the State 
Agricultural Society for contribu- 
tions they (the citizens) would un- 
doubted'y have pungled up willing- 
ly and liberally, as usual. But 
they were not asked to contribute, 
and the GAZETTE cannot discern 
avy good reason why they should 
have beep. The entire pe®ple of 
Nevada should have an equal in- 
terest in the State Fairs held in 
Reno. However, the people of 
Reno are liable to be called on dur- 
ing the coming year to contribute 
towards paying for improvements 
that must necessarily made to 
the new Fair grounds. In case they 
are, the GAZETTE predicte that 
they will show their usual gener- 
osity.

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In a new French method of 
manufacture, which is attracting 
attention of Paris capitalists, the ase 
of beet-root is to be superseded by 
that of potatoes, the saccharine mat- 
ter being extracted by the help of 
electricity. 

The relative value of different foods 
for soldiers is being carefully tested 
in the German army. One diet is 
tried at one regimental station and a 
different diet at another, all food in 
addition to the proscribed rations be- 
ing kept from the men. 

Artificial sponge—made of cotton, 
rendered absorbent, and treated with 
antiseptics—is a recent English prod- 
uct. A piece of the size of a walnut 
has absorbed water until it has be- 
come as large as a cocoanut. It is so 
cheap that it need not be used a 
second time. 


A French commission has found 
that the most violent explosion in 
mines occurs when there are thirteen 
parts of air to 100 of fire-damp, and 
that above or below thie the force 
diminishes. When the mixture is 
below seven parts in 100, or above 18 
in 100, the gas simply burns. 

As tissue-exhanstion—resulting 
from toil, privation, or anxiety—pro- 
motes the development of cancer, an 
English pach wis, authority thinks 
the marked increase in the death-rate 
from that disease during the last half - 
century may be readily explained by 
a glance at the history of our labori- 
ous age. 

Although very rare before, a great 
number of moderate earthquakes 
were recorded in Tasmania during 
1883 and 1884, nearly 100 having 
been felt at St. Mary's in a single 
month of last year. These small 
shocks evidently originate 100 miles 
or more out to sea, and are seldom 
felt outside of the northeastern part 
of Tasmania. 

Miss E. A. Ormerod, England’s 
well-known entomologist, reports 
that her many correspondents all 
agree that sparrows will not feed on 
insects when seeds, grain, fruit, and 
other vegetable food is within reach. 
She therefore advocates a judicious 
lestruction of the house-sparrow for 
the protection of crops, but is careful 
to show that the objection does not 
extend to other small birds. 

Fisn as BAN Foop.— Sir Henry 
Thompson, the eminent English phy- 
sician, declares that there is no foun- 
lation whatever for the common 
notion that a fish diet tends especially 
to feed the brain. Nevertheless, he 
recommends fish for brain workers, 
because it contains in smaller pro- 
portions than meat those materials 
which, taken abundantly, demand 
much physical labor for their com- 
plete consumption, and which, with- 


out this, produce an unhealthy body 
and asluggish brain. That is, fish is

EXTENT OF THE Vistnie UNIVERSE.— 
On a clear night about 3,000 stars are 
visible to the naked eve. A like 
number in the vpposite hemisphere 
makes a total of about 6,000 that can 
be seen without a glass. These are 
divided according to their apparent 
brightness, into six classes, 20 rank- 
ing as first magnitude stars, 65 as 
second magnitude, 200 as third, 450 
as fourth, 1,100 as fifth, and about 
4,000 as sixth. 
unseen by the unaided eye on ac- 
count of their remoteness, are classi- 
fied as high as the fourteenth magni- 
tude, and their number is vastly 
greater, being reckoned as high as 
20,000,000. 

Errect or Ac Fumes on PLANTS. — 
Schroeder, in Germany, has been in- 
vestigating the influence upon vege- 
tation of the acid fames which are 

resent in a smoke-laden atmosphere. 
Ie finds one part of sulphurous acid 
in 54,000 of air is capable of occasion- 
ing serious damage to plants in a 
short time. They are less sensitive 
to hydro-chloric acid. Coniferous 
trees are most sensitive to sulphurous 
acid, then deciduous trees, while or- 
dinary field plants resist longest. 
Oaks, planes, elms, poplars, and 
mountain-ashes, resist better than 
birches and beeches. Fruit trees are 
very sensitive; plums and cherries 
more so than pears and apples. 

Bee-Meteoro.toay.—Numerous ob- 
servations have shown Emmerig, a 
German scientist, that bees, other- 
wise gentle and harmless, become 
exceedingly irritable and excitable on 
the approach of thunder-storms; 
and he thinks that their conduct may 
be taken as reliably indicating 
whether a storm is impending over a 
certain district or not. In a succes- 
sion of instances, the barometer and 
hygrometer foretold a storm, the bees 
remaining quiet, and no storm oc- 
curred ; or the instruments gave no in- 
timation of a storm, but the bees for 
hours before were irritable, and the 
storm came. With regard to rain 
merely, the barometer and hygro- 
meter are safer cuides than bees; but 
in the case of a thunder-storm the in- 
dications of the bees appear to be 
more trustworthy. 


Growing Gold Mines, 


The famous Comstock lode is still 


produced the great vein are yet in 
operation, thongh with diminished 
activity. The lode was probably 
millions of peers in reaching the con- 
dition which it had attained when it 
was first discovered, and in millions 
more, if left undisturbed, all the 
great chambers that have been 
robbed of their ore might again be 
filled. In all the softer ground where 
a drift is run, a movement is seen to- 
ward the closing of it. This move- 
ment is called by the miners the 
“swelling” of the ground. In many 
places it amounts to more than a 
nere swelling—amounts to a degree 
vf motion that is almost startling in 
its energy. Belts of a peculiar kind 
of clay have been cut by drifts 
have been known to rise from the 
floor until more than thirty feet have 
deen cut away.
